Mr. Coolidge refused to approve 
Mr. Daeugherty’s course without 
knowledge of the information de- 
sired by the committee. 

“You will readily perceive that 
TI am ble to form an inde- 
pendent judgment in this instance 
without a long and intricate in- 
vestigation of voluminous papers, 
which I cannot personally make,” 
the President said in his letter to 
Mr. Daughérty requesting his res- 
ignation, “and so I should be com- 
pelied to follow the usual prac- 
tice in such cases and rely upon 
your advice as Attorney-General 
and head of the Department of 


Justice. 

Buch advice Mr. Coolidge felt,

DECISION REACHED 


The President some time yes- 
terday decided that the final break 
must come. “Late in the day the 
letter requesting the Attorney- 
General's resignation was dis- 
patahed to Mr. Daugherty through 
Cc. Bascom Slemp, Presidential 
Secretary. 

Bearcely had the President 
reached his office this morning be- 
fore Warren 8. Ma „ special as- 
sistant to the Attorney-General 
arrived at the White House and 
was immediately ushered into the 
President. 

Mr. Martin on rushing out of 
the Executive offices after a ten- 
minute conference announced that 
a statement would be out at 
the Department of Justice within 
an hour. Within less than that 
time the White House without 
comment, made public the final 
correspondence between the Pres- 
ident and Mr. Daugherty. 

The Department of Justice soon 
afterward made public Mr. Daugh- 
erty’s “private citizen” letter te 
the President and leaving the de- 
partment at noon, accompanied by 
Rush L. Holland, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, Mr. ugherty 
to the Union Station and 
a train for Atlantic City. 

Mr. Daugherty’s second letter to 
the President dealt with the final 
developments in vigorous lan- 
guage.

Mr. Daugherty was supported, 
encouraged and alded for two and 
a half years in his fights by War- 
ren G. Harding, the man whom 
he helped so greatly to become 
President. With the aid of Presi- 
Gent Harding, he withstood the 
attacks and won out by a 2 


to-1 vote in the H@use more 
than a year ago, after — 
ment ings had deen insti- 


tuted against him.

Daugherty his best friend, but 
the Attorney-Genera! found a 
Steady supporter in President 
Coolidge. This support was ac- 
corded him until three weeks 

. when in the midst of one of

The offictal re- 
lations continued, but the person- 
al relations between Mr. Daugh- 
erty and his chief from that time 
were so strained there were no 
meetings between the two until

Convening last December of the 
new Congress with greater Demo- 
cratic and radical epublican 
strength ushered in a period of 
more severe attacks on Mr. Daugh- 
erty. He was attacked first in 
connection with the Teapot Dome 
inquiry, charges being made that 
Albert B. Fall, as Secretary of the 
Interior, made the Teapot Dome 
and Elk Hille leases with the 
knowledge and consent of the At- 
torney-General.

COOLIDGE-DAUGHERTY LETTERS 


Position, While 


President. Points Oat itotney-General’s Embarrassing 
tier, in Protest, Scores 
Methods and Motives of Foes 


WASHINGTON, March 
President Coolidge’s letter to Atty.- 
Gen. Daugherty requesting his 
resignation, written under date of 
March 27, follows: 

“My Dear Mr. Attorney-General: 

“Since my conference with you 
I have examined the proposed reply 
you suggest making to the de- 
mand that you furnish the com- 
mittee investigating the Depart- 
ment of Justice with files from that 
department relating to litigation 
and to the Bureau of Investigation, 
You represent to me and to the 
committee in your letter that it 
would not be compatible with pub- 
lic interest to comply with the de- 
mand and conclude your letter with 
a statement that I approve that 
position. 

“Certainly I approve the well-es- 
tablished principle that depart- 
ments should not give out infor- 
mation or documents where such 
n course would be detrimental 
to public interest and this prin- 
ciple is always peculiarly applica- 
ble to your department which has 
such an intimate relation to the 
administration of justice. But you 
will readily perceive that I am un- 
able to form an independent judg- 
ment in this instance without « 
long and intricate investigation of 
voluminous papers which I cannot 
personally make and so I should 
be compelled to follow the usual 
practice in such cases and rely 
upon your advice as Attorney-Gen- 
eral and head of the Department 
of Justice. 


INTERESTED PARTY 

“But ¥ will see at once that 
the commlttee is investigating your 

schal conduct and hence you 

ve become an interested party 
and the committee wants these pa- 
pers because of a claim that they 
disclose your personal conduct of 
the department. Assuming that 
the request of the committee is ap- 
propriately limited to designated 
les, still the question will al- 
ways be the same. In view of the 
fact that the inquiry relates to 
your personal conduct, you are 
not in a position to give to me or 
the committee what would de dis- 
interested advice as to the public

POSITIONS INCOMPATIBLE 
“These two positions are incom- 
patible and cannot be reconciled. 


necessary for me to have the ad- 
vice of a disinterested Attorney- 
General, in order that I may dis- 
charge the duties of my office in 
this and other matters. 1 feel 
certain that you will know how 
| deeply I regret that this situation 
has arisen. It only Hlustrates the 
difficulties which are certain to 
recur with ever-increasing embar- 
rasement and your inability to per- 
form satisfactorily the duties of 
Attorney-General under present 
conditions. 

“You will readily understand that 
it ia not now my intention to pre- 
judge the issues which remain te 
be developed in this investigation. 
I recognize you are entitled to a 
full and fair hearing. But as there 
ia no way by which you can divest 
yourself of the interest you have 
personally in the investigation I 
can see no way but for you to 
retire as Attorney-General and I 
am therefore compelled to request 
your resignation.

DAUGHERTY’S REPLY 

The Attorney-General’s reply, 
written today, follows: 

“My dear Mr. President: 

“I hereby acknowledge receipt 
of your letter of March 27 by the 
hand of your secretary, requesting 
my resignation as Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States.

HIS SECOND LETTER 

The second letter from Mr. 
Daugherty 0 the President, made 
public later at the Department of 
Justice, read: 


“My Dear Mr. President:

United States, to take effect forth- 
with. 

“Now that I am no longer a 
member of your Cabinet I feel con- 
strained as a private citizen, in all 
kindness, to call certain matters 
to your attention.

sponsible position and sacrifice his 

nor for the time being because 
of such attack. no man in any om 
cial position is safe, and the most 
honorable, upright and efficient 
publle servant could be ewept from 
office and stable government de- 
stroyed by clamor. 

SEES FRAME-UP 

“T have often advised you that 
my elimination is part of the pro- 
gram now being carried out; the 
origin of the persistent and vindic- 
tive attempt to discredit me as 
Attorney-General its well known. 
It principally preceeds from two 
sources: 

“The powerful individuals and 
organizations who resent my suc- 
teesasful action, in conformity with 
my sworn duty. to eave this coun- 
try from violence and anarchy 
during an industrial crisis far 
more serious than the general pub- 
lic has ever known: second, from 
those equally powerful individuals 
and organizations, cuilty of graft 
upon the government during the 
World War, while the youth of 
our land was making the supreme 
sacrifice for the nation. 
| “IT have, to the best of my abil- 
ity, discharged my sworn duty to 
prosecute all such individuals and 
organizations, but the task has 
been beset with peculiar difficulty 
by reason of the fact that the of- 
ficial record in most of these cases 
was made up by men supposedly 
representing the government in 
these transactions who were - 
ther knowingly or stupidly parties 
to the crime. 


EFFORTS CE ASELESS 


“This partnership of the rioter 
and the war profiteer has cease- 
Jessy sought to break down the 
faith of the American people in 
me and in the Department of Jus- 
tice. In the high court of im- 
peachment their attempt to fasten 
guilt upon me collapsed in dis- 
grace to its originators, and they 
did not dare appeal again to the 
constitutional court.

It comes at a time 
when the truth is banish! false- 
hood from the public mind, even 
though I have not as yet had an 
opportunity to place upon the wit- 
ness stand before the Senate com- 
mittee a single witness in my de- 
fense or in explanation or rebuttal 
of the whispered and gossip 
charges against me. 

SCORES INQUIRY 

“No better evidence of the fan- 
ure to substantiate of 
wrongful action on my part could 
be offered than the character of 
the proceedings by the Senate com- 
mittee engaged in conducting the 
present inquiry. 

“If my accusers had believed 
me guilty, they would have been 
scrupulously careful to select as 
members of the tribunal men of 
judicial character, with open 
minds, in order that an unpreju- 
diced verdict might be rendered.

DANGER OF 
EXCESS OIL

Independent Head Blames 
Field Exhaustion and End 
of Small Wells 


CHICAGO, March 38.—American 
will soon have to pay a penalty for 
consuming oil in excess of produc- 
tion, William H. Gray, president 
of the Independent Ou and Gas 
Association, predicted at the ban- 
quet of the American Oil Men's 
Association. 

“Sudden exhaustion of seven 
great oil fields discovered last sum- 
mer is one reason of the condition. 
During the peak of the production 

rices were forced down to a low 

re, which forced owners of 
small wells to shut down.” 

The small wells, Mr. Gray 
sorted. are the stabilizing element 
in the industry. The 260,000 small 
wel in the country, tf given a 
price sufficient ta keep them oper- 
ating, will produce at least 100.- 
000 barrels a day. And if the small 
owner lost courage and quit, the 
speaker charged, gasoline would 
be selling at 40 cents a gallon.

Santa Monica to 
Build Reservoir 
on Mount Olivet

SANTA MONICA, March 
City Commissioners have voted the 
purchase of three large lots on the 
summit of Mount Olivet for the 
purpose of erecting a 2,500,000- 
gallon reservoir. The sconsidera- 
tion was $156,000, it was announced. 

Santa Moaica now maintains a 
reservoir on Mount Olivet as a part 
of the municipal water system, but 
the new one is to be the largest 
in the entire system. On the same 
height a 100,000-gallon steel water 
tower is to be erected to insure 
pressure to the high residential 
sections in Gan Vicente and w- 
cinity. 

Work upon the new reservoir 
will be started immediately, it was 
announced, so ag to insure comple- 
tion by the first of the new year 
when the new municipal water 
distributing system will be put in 
use. 

The land purchased this morning 
was obtained from Carl F. Schader 
and the Butterbaugh-Hunnicutt 
Land Company.

"| SHORTAGE 


OF WATER 
CUT DOWN 


Southern California's serious 
power shortage of recent weeks is 
now greatly reduced, due to the 
recent rains, according to the dec- 
laration made at yesterday's meet- 
ing of the gereral power commit- 
tee. This body is composed of rep- 
resentatives of the State Railroad 
Commission, power companies, mu- 
nicipalities, farm bureaus and 
chambers of commerce. 

The recent rains have eliminated 
the shortage of water for generat- 
ing power, the committee con- 
cluded after hearing encouraging 
reports from various districts as to 
the material increase in water re- 
sources and the resultant lessening 
of trrigation needs. 

The committee pointed out, how- 
ever, that the season rains this 
year are far below normal, and do 
not justify more than the most 
econemical use of water power. 

Reporte indicate that the snows 
in the high altitudes have not 
packed sufficiently to estimate the 
amount of water that will be avail- 
able for reservoir storage for use 
in the late summer. 

The committee voted to continue 
its weekly meetings in order to be 
advised of future conditions, and 
be ready to act if neceesnary.

ot pressed the matter himself, he has 


reached no decision n the matter. 
He said that experience teaches 
him that the Individual to whum he 
eventually decides to offer the hon- 
or may decline to accept it. 

“It is a hard matter,” he said, 
“to get a good man to take pub- 
le office. I have on many occa- 
sions fouad that the mere proffer 
of an opportunity to serve the 
State fails to attract the kind of 
man needed by the State and that 
such an individual ordi y ac- 
cepts public office reluctantly and 
only atter being strongly urged to 
do so. And yet I also have discov- 
ered that the right kind of citizen 
usually te willing to serve if he is 
able to do so-—even at some finan- 
cial loss and personal discomfort.” 


The Governor then inted an 
impressive and emphatic finger. 
Don't misunderstand me,” he 


commanded, I said it ie a hard 
matter to get ‘good men’ to ac- 
cept office. There are plenty of 
the other kind always on hand, 
under foot, and overhead. They 
remain on the job night and day 
end seemingly have a host of 
friends ready to say almost any- 
thing in their behalf." 

Gov. Richardson will remain in 
Southern California several days. 
He is here in keeping with an es- 
tablished policy of keeping in per- 
sonal contact with State business 
throughout Caltfornia. 

Quite unlike many of hie prede- 
cessors, the present Governor is 
adverse to excessive public speak- 
ing or public appearances, con- 
sidering himself, as he termed it, 
“the business manager of the 
State.”

ens.

Richardson said 
that his famous budget, despite 
many legislative assertions to the 
contrary, is working according 
to prediction and that under the 


of budget state departments will live 


within their income for the bien- 
nium of 1923-24.

LOCAL PORT 
STORY TOLD 
Causes for Rapid Rise to 
Prominence Traced in 
“Nautical Gazette” 


Los Angeles Harbor, grown 
from an almost unknown port at 
the close of the World War to 
the second port tn the United 
States in deep sea commerce, in

Second is the tremendous growth 
of the city of Los Angeles, which 
has doubled in the last few years 
the port's already huge lumber 
imports. Its consumption of lum- 
ber in 192 was more than 2. 
000,000,000 feet. 

Third, which has been the great- 
est influence of all, the gigantic 
petroleum development through- 
out Southern California. Petrol- 
eum exports from the local har- 
bor to all parts of the world in 
recent months have averaged 
nearly 100,000 tons per day. 

The oll tankers passing to and 
fro through the Panama Cana! 
and engaged exclusively in carry- 
ing oll from this port to the At- 
lantic seaboard and South Amer- 
len have paid more than one-third 
of the Canal’s total income. Los 
Angeles Harbor has put the Ca- 
nal on a paying basis.

Men in Store First Called 
at Trial of McMullen in 
Weingarten Murder 


Two eyewitnesses to the shoot- 
ing in January, 1923, of Charles 
Weingarten, proprietor of a trunk 
shop on South Spring street, tes- 
tified for the State yesterday in 
the trial in Judge Avery's court of 
Lawrence (Red) McMullen, who is 
accused of the murder of Wein- 
garten and an attempt to commit 
robbery. 

They were David Weingarten, 
brother of the slain man, and 
Charles H. Ingham, both of whom 
were in Weingarten’s store when 
Clarence (Tuffy) Reed and Me- 
Mullen were said to have entered. 
Reed, who fired shot that 
killed Charles Weingarten, now is 
in San Quentin penitentiary await- 
ing decision on his appeal from a 
verdict calling for the death pen- 
alty returned him in gu- 
perior Court.
